‘instance, When the order of her Majesty, off ring 
a bounty to induce seamen to enter for a sudden 
emergency, was known in France, a telegraphic 


to meet at Toulon or Cherbourg within ten days. 
This marine conscription is of course only a disguised 
form of impressment. We cannot adopt anything 
bordering upon compulsory measures. Impressment, 
the means by which we manned our ships in our old 
wars, would not be tolerated now. All we can do is 
to offer sufficient inducements to volunteers, and 
thus procure a force upon which we can rely. The 
navy has never felt any difficulty respecting men for 
our ordinary peace establishment, or for the defence 
of our colonial possessions, It is only in presence of 
war, or threatenings of war, that an additional force 
is required. The cost of these naval voluntecrs will 
be comparatively a trifle, if their institution will free 
us from those periodical alarms respecting invasion, 
which have made us the laughing-stock of Europe. 
Although we consider the still-prevailing panic to 
be utterly groundless, circumstances have occurred 
which render a large addition to our naval force ab- 
solutely imperative, unless we are contented to 
rely upon the forbearance of foreign Powers. 
We stand face to face, not only with France, whose 
ships are very nearly equal to ours, and who possesses 
a superiority in men;—but against Russia, the next 
most formidable naval power in the world. We are 
then in presence of two maritine powers of the first 
order. Should the navies of France and Russia com- 
bine, they would doubie the number of our ships and 
we would labour besides under a deficiency of men, 
while the French and Russian officials boast with every 
appearance of truth, that they can man efficiently 
every ship they possess, with well trained and tho- 
roughly disciplined seamen at a fortnight’s notice. 
France was always acknowledged to be the first 
military power in Europe. She has fully proved 
her determination to become if not the first, at least 
equal to the first of naval powers. The extraordi- 
nary man who wields the destinies of France, has, 
since 1852, called up his gigantic fleet absolutely 
out of nothing. He has completed his 
magnificent arsenal of Cherbourg, and 
placed the naval arsenals of France on the Atlantic in 
easy communication with those of the Mediterranean 
by acomplete system of railroads. He has, more- 
over, by his success and policy in Italy, made the 
whole sea-faring population of the Peninsula his own. 
The seamen in the Sardinian dominions amount 
to thirty-two thousand, and these, of course, are at 
the service of France. The policy of England has 
ever been to create combinations on land, in order to 
prevent combinations by sea against ourselves. Hol- 
land, Spain, Denmark have had their fleets destroyed 
by England, because Engiand was certain that the 
fleets of those countries were intended to unite with 
those of France against us. Where we could not 
immediately get at the fleets, we formed coalitions on 
land mainly against France. Neither of these ex- 
pedientsare practicable now. Without an insult to 
German territory by France, no German power would 
make a diversion in favour of England. The 
morality of politics happily forbids a repetition of 
such an act as the bombardment of Copenhagen, 
and the seizure of her fleet. We must depend against 
any forcible coalition on the part of France or Rus- 
sia on the energy and resources of our own people. 
Whatever may be the final intentions of Louis Na- 
poleon he has not exhausted the treasures of France 
upon his marine without some definite object. We 
think his design is to “ mask” this country, while he 
and the Czar divide between them the richest portion 
of the sick man’s inheritance. A powerful fleet in 
the channel, and a threat of invasion might coerce us 
to acquiesce in his designs, or at least not to resist 
them. The Emperor has already laid a train in 
Egypt which is the key as well the gate of our Indian 
possesions. Losing India or the passage to it, we are 
likely to lose our supremacy. At all events it is not 
compatible with our maritime prestige and greatness 
that a more powerful naval armament than we pos- 
sess,should for ever be moored in front of our harbours. 
Any immediate danger has, we believe, passed away. 
Thanks to Sir J. Pakington, we have at this moment 
a fleet sufficient to prevent any coup de main that 
might be attempted. Our ships cannot be comparcd 
with the liners of old time. The tonnage of our 
frigates is greatly superior to that of our 120 gun 
ships in the last war; and the guns are no longer 
stunted 24 pounders, but long 68 pounders, or 94 
pounders. Were our 160 gun boats launched and 
manned, with 40 men a piece, they would make short 
work of invading transports. Before any cause of 
quarrel could be discovered or invented, we will have 
rifled cannon, it is to be hoped, and Armstrong's guns. 
There is no danger, we think, under any circum- 
stances, for the present, but there may be danger in 
two or three years hence. The Moniteur explains 
that its peaceful notice did not extend to works and 
progress in the French dockyards. Every letter tells 
us of increased activity in the French arsenals, and 
the report of the Minister of French Marine, 
has just authorised the inerease of the French 
navy to 170 serew steamers, and 70 transports. We 
would really be obliged to any person who could 
prove that this armament may not be directed against 
ourselves. Before these can be finished our navies 
will have increased pari pasu, of even in a greater

It is 
just now the worst time for everybody. Thecontractor 
is anxiously calculating whether he can roof in or break 
the neck of his job before winter. The labourer has 
just got out of debt, and is hoping to save enough to live 
when frost and rain stop his work. Proprietors and 
employers are looking on, and calculating the time when 
they may expect to occupy the hause or receive 
a dividend from the concern. Every cloud in the 
sky makes them anxious that no time be lost. This is 
just the moment when every man on the building finds 
that he must stop. Generally speaking, he would gladly 
give a sovereign out of his own pocket to be able to go on 
quietly, but he must go with the rest. So everything 
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stops, everything spoils. The builder has bor- 
rowed large sums of money at high interest, or 


has creditors to meet; at all events, he has a 
large “plant,” which only pays with much use. It 
it is an object to do the thing when the greatest 
mischief may follow, then this is the right time 
What time so proper to shoot a man down as when 
he is sitting at his fireside with his wife and family? 
But common sense and common feeling tell us that 
this is not the right way to advance rights, or to do 
good to an;body. No wonder that poor Daniel 
O'Connell told the present Lord Chancellor confi- 
dentially that “strikes” were the bane of his country 
—tlat they ruined, first masters, then men, and so 
drove away trade and capital. If in London labourers 
are underpaid, this is not the way to better them. The 
right way can never be so wrong. It cannot answer ; 
it never has answered, and it will not answer. The 
poor fellows who throw down their hods or their shovels 
at such bidding may be sheep, but the men who bid 
them are wolves. 

As a matter of course, the Master Builders have taken 
measures of defence. They have been told that Messrs. 
Trollope have only been selected for the first victims, 
and that all the rest are to follow ; so they haveaccepted 
the challenge, and declared war with the “ Conference of 
the United “ Building Trades.” They are resolved not 
to employ men who profess to obey another master 
and who may therefore at any moment leave them 
in the lurch.

If there is a right more sacred and indisputable than 
another, in our country and our time, it is a man’s dis- 
posal of his own industry. At this day, it ought 
not to be necessary to explain, anywhere out of 
the school room, that wherever men are not in a state 
of chattel-slavery, their labour is their own 
property, over which théy have an absolute and ex- 
clusive right. We pity the Russian serf because he is 
not the owner of his own labour. We pity the French 
workman whenever the Government thinks proper 
to fix by law or authority the rate of wages, or the 
price of commodities which wages must buy. Go- 
vernment then tyranically interferes with a man’s 
first and dearest rights—to dispose freely of his 
labour. We pity the Egyptian peasant who is 
forcibly set to work upon canals or public buildings, 
and paid such wages as the authorities please to 
give. We even pity the German antisans, who are 
hedged in by restrictions which were once imposed in 
Engiand, and long ago found to be intolerable. With 
a view to keep up wages, and to give privileges to a 
few at the expense of the many, and also with 
some sincere, thought mistaken, notion of main- 
taining a high quality of execution in handicraft 
trades, guilds are kept up in Germany with ex- 
treme strictness ; multitudes of willing workmen arc 
prevented from pursuing the calling they prefer, and are 
compelled to emigrate it they will not starve. The pro- 
digious and increasing emigration of a pauperised mul- 
titude, which now alarms the rulers of Germany, is 
mainly owing to the bondage to which industry is sub- 
jected under ancient methods which the times have out- 
grown. 


classes abroad, we have been accustomed to congra- 
tulute ourselves on the freedom enjoyed by the same 
order of society in England. ‘There were once guilds 
in this country, and attempts to fix prices and 
wages by act of Parliasent, and, up to a 
recent time, restrictions on the supply of food, and 
therefore on the development of industry. One by 
one these tyrannies of ignorance have been got rid 
of, and, as the Legislature and the nation grew 
wiser, we exulted in the spread of freedom 
and the growth of spirit, intelligence, and prosperity 
among the working men. But now, as too often before, 
a rude check ie given to our hope and satisfaction, and 
we are almost ready to say that there seems to be a 
fatality aguinst the largest class in the nation ever secur- 
ing the ull employment of their dearest right. t is 
the tyranny of ignorance again that we may have to 
combat ; but this time it is not the ignorance of rulers 
or of society at large, but of the class immediately con- 
cearned. 

Nobody is bound to do that which places him in bon 
dage, and which may utterly ruin him. A master 
knows best what wages he can afford to pay, and what 
hours or other rules it is necessary to enturce ; bu u 
any day—on the Ist of August, for example—he maytbe 
ubliged either to give higher wages or shorter 
hours, and see his works stops altogether, then, oi 
course, he may be ruined against his will ana 
beter knowledge. The Master Builders have simpl) 
demanded the privilege of tree Englishmen in resoiving 
not to employ the members of amischievous Lonspiracy, 
Every labourer can consult his own interests in his own 
time and fashion. Every labourer has his opportunities. 
He can follow work all over the town---all over the 
country---all over the world. He can save money and be- 
come a master himself. One of the largest contractors in 
the last generation, represented by a naue in the list oi 
Master Builders this day advertised, used to point with 
pride to a very well built house, in the facing of w hich 
he had himselt laid every brick. There are the same 
opportunities in those days.

IRISH FAIR. 
CasTLEPOLLARD, Co. WESTMEATH, TUESDAY, Aud. 
2.— The fair of this iown came off on yesterday. The 
day was remarkably fine, and a good deal cooler than 
heretofore, trom the rain which fell so cupiously in the 
latter part of last week, and the showers which still 
continue to fall at intervals, has given a most refreshing 
appearance to all crops about here. They also had a 
good effect in giving a briskness to the transactions of 
this fair. Becf was in good supply, yet but few lots of 
fully finished animals were offered for sale. I observed 
but two lots of such which realised 17/. 10s. each (fat 
heifers.) The general range of prices were from 12/. 10s. 
to 14/. 5s., with the exception of Kerries, which were in 
great demand, at from 8/. to 10/. each. Beef rated gene- 
rally from 50s. to 56s. per cwt. Some inferior 
lots sold at from 46s. to 48s. per stone. Bul- 
locks were in plentiful supply, the demand being 
good, there was something of an upward tendency 
in the prices from £9 to £12 being got for those of two 
years old, and off yearlings went from £4 to £6, each ; 
Three year old heifers from £9 to £12 5s. 6d, two-year- 
old do. from £6 5s. Od. to £9 10s. Od. yearling’s from 
£3. to £5; weanling’s from 30s. to £3 according to 
breed. There was a large supply in the Sheep market, 
the supply of Lambs were — everything in this 
market had an upward tendeney, Lambs readily found 
purchasers from 208. 6d. to 288. 6d. each; but the 
range was from 24s. to 25s’ each ; wethers rated from 
45s. to 56s. each; ewes from 38s. to 45s. hoggets from 
36s. to 48s. each; best mutton from 6d. to 64d. second 
quality do. from 5d. to 6d.

KEMINGTON GALLERY. 

Among the numerous estimates paid last night wa 
one—no less than £99,000, if we can trust the telegram 
—for a temporary gallery of paintings at Kensington.

MEETING OF THE ASSISTANT APOTHECARIES- 
ASSOCIATION. 

A general meeting of the above association was held 
last evening at the committee rooms in Eustace-street, 
for the purpose of taking into consideration the present 
position of the profession &c. The chair was occupied 
by the President, Rawdon McNamara, F. R. C. S. I. 

The minutes of the ing meeting were read by 
the secretary, Mr. William Hume. He alluded to the 
object for which the meeting had assembled, and ad- 
vocated the necessity of the assistant apothecaries 
of Ireland forming themselves into a league for the 
purpose of :oaintaining their position as pharmaceutists. 
The assistant apothecaries of Ireland were much superior 
in many points to their English and continental brethern, 
especial in reference to the real business of an 
apothecary, the compounding of medicine, chough in the 
actual science of pharmacy, they might not be so skilled. 
When they viewed the present position of the profession 
and its great public importance and utility, it was but 
just that they should seek to have removed the many 
Sam under which they were labouring (hear 

ear). 

It was then moved, seconded, and passed unanimously, 
that a registry free of expense of the names of unem- 
ployed members should be opened on after the 4th 
instant. ' : 

A voteof thanks was passed to Dr. Abbot, for his 
contribution to the association of four years of the 
Pharmaceutical Journal. 

The chairman shortly addressed the meeting,and threw 
out valuable suggestions as to their future course of 
proceeding ; the amelioration and improvement of the 
condition of the assistant apothecaries of Ireland was a 
subject in which the public should feel deep interest, ha 
their lives were devoted to the public sérvice. He 
apprehended that if the association worked steadily on 
as they had been duing, and put their shoulders to the 
wheel, that they would soon obtain their object, and 
elevate the educational and moral status of the profession 
in Ireland. 


Mr. Boileau next addressed the meeting, and promised 
to render the association every assistance in his power 
in the establishment of a mus um of materia medica, and 
of pharmaceutical chemicals, a library and reading room, 
a benevolent fund, &. 

Professor Cameron also addressed the meeting, 
and expressed a hope that ere long they would 
change the name of the Associstion, and style themselves 
the Pharmaceutical Association of Ireland, which would 
be more comprébensive and embrace gentlemen of the 
chemical and other professions who sympathised with 
their object, felt interested in their social improvement. 
The first movement of the present Chemical Society was 
almost analogous to theirs, and if they worked steadily 
on, and remembered the advice given to them by their 
Chairman, whose presence gave a weight to their pro- 
ceedings, they could not fail but to succeed in their ob- 
jects (hear, hear.)

INDIAN Frnance.—The “ Home Accounts” of the 
Government of India have just been published. Ihe 
receipts of the Home Treasury from the lst of May,1857, 
to the 30th of April, 1858, amounted to the sum of 
£12,354,234, plus a balance in favour, on the Ist May, 
1857, of £3,041,944. The disbursements amounted to 
£11,044,577, and there is thus a balance in favour on 
the Ist of May, 1858, of £4,351,600. The receipts of 
1858-9 were estimated at £13,897,522, plus the aforesaid 
balance in favour, and the disbursements at £15,429,724. 
The debts of the Government of India in England on 
the Ist of May, 1859, were £20,486,005, and the credit, 
46. 114,271, leaving an excess of debt amounting to the 
enormous sum of £14,371,374. The “ Establishment” 
of the Secretary of State in Council of India, and the 
salaries payable in respect therefore, cost the country 
£127,511 a year for 355 persons, besides sundry allow- 
ances, the expenses of the Mili College. and the 
depot at Warley. There is a long list of compensation 
allowances for services performed in India.

Fatat RAILwAY Accipent.—On Saturday, a fatal 
accident occurred on the Stour Valley Railway, near to 
Wolverhampton. The train, which leaves that town for 
Birmingham at 11.25 a.m., was nearing the Bristol- 
street Bridge, which is undergoing repair, when the 
driver saw one of the bricklayers, en in the opera- 
tions, walking on the line about 30 yards in front. The 
engine driver blew his whistle, stopped, and reversed 
his engine, but the train could not be brought to a stand 
till the man had been knocked down, and had received 
fatal injuries. Just as the Wolverhampton train was 
approaching the bridge, the man came upon the line 
from the side of the bridge and commenced walking io- 
wards eee. At the same time an (Oxford, 
Worcester, and Wolverhampton train was passing to- 
wards Wolverhampton. His attention seemed to be 
concentrated upon the latter train, when the buffer of 
the engine of the former caught him on the back, and 
threw him with his head close to the line of rails nearest 
The poor fellow - 
fell with his face upturned. The steps of the carriages 
tore a frighttul wound across the forehead, causing the 
brain to effuse over the face; and the left arm was 
frightfully crushed near to the shoulder. As speedily 
as sible he was conveyed upon a platelayer's truck 
to — — AA É NG station, and forwarded thence to the 
hospital of that town, but life had ebbed betore he was 
admitted. Deceased’s name was Nathan Kite. He was 
a journeyman bricklayer, living in Birmingham, where 
he leaves a widow and two orphans. 

DEsTRUCTION OF THE COLOGNE THEATRE.— The Stadt 
theatre, the principal theatre of Cologne, has been burnt to 
the ground. On the nightof the 22nd some fireworks 
which were stored in a room under the roof exploded with a 
loud report, and set fire tothe building. Ihe streets in 
the neighbourhood were so narrow that the firemen were 
unable to work their engines with advantage, and al- 
though a shower of rain came to their assistance, the 
fire gained a complete mustery over the building, and 
burned so intensely as to consume the smoke. The 
German paper from which this account was taken says that 
the clear flames lit up the city as if it were day. “ It 
was a fearful spectacle, and I can scarcely — 
now how it was that the conflagration was prevented 
from spreading. Had it not been for the rain and the 
absence of the wind, we should have had a second fire 
ot Hamburgh, for the theatre was situated in a narrow 
street and a crowded neighbourhood. The wife ofa man 
connected with the theatre was burnt to death, and 
Fraulein Deutz was injured by the fire.”

The reserve artillery will, for 
the moment, remain in Pavia. On the 20th the Impe- 
rial Guard was still at Bergamo, but it had received 
orders to march, and is to be in Paris before the 15th of 
August. The French Infantry will return to France by 
sea, but the cavalry and artillery are to cross Mount 
Cenis. A Valeggio correspondent assurés the Augsburg 

Gazette that the French army is now well pleased 
with the turn which things have taken. It has 
tuffered greatly during the. last three weeks 
from heat, want of good water, and a dearth 
of provisions, and it has also had time and opportu- 
nity to remark that the siege of the fortresses would 
have been an exceedingly difficult and wearisome task. 
A person who is generally well informed of what is 
pus ing in the military world, yesterday told me that 
tor some time past the French army has received sup- 
plies from Austria, “the resources of Lombardy and 
Sardinia being completely exhausted, and it being almost 
impossible to send a sufficient quantity of provisions 
for such a large army irom France.” Several of the 
wounded Austrian officers, who were in the huspitals at 
Milan, have returned to Verona, and they one all declare 
that they were well trated hy the French authorities. 
When first brought in frem Magenta they were insulted 
by the Milan mob, but the French troops took care that 
no injury should be done them. As almost all the 
wounded officers were deprived of their property on the 
field ot battle by the Turcos, they were supplied with 
linen, plain clothes, and money for their travelling ex- 
penses, by the French authorities. The French pri- 
soners are now on their way home, but many of them be- 
longing to the foreign legion display a great disinclina- 
tion to return to their duties. On the 26th instant a 
detachment of prisoners was sent by rail from Kolin, in 
Bohemia, to Hof (a small place on the Austro-Bavarian 
frontier), where twenty-three of them managed to escape 
from their escort.

The Observer on our position with France says: 

The announcement of the Moniteur, that the Emperor 
had decided upon reducing the French land and sea 
forces to a peace footing, should quality the distrust that 
has been expressed in many quarters as to the intention 
of our powerful neighbour towards ourselves. We are 
not partizans of the policies of distrust inculcated by 
Lord Lyndhurst, atter an Athenian authority, as the 
great security of nations. The cultivation of such 
teelings between neighbouring states, we think, on the 
vontary, likely to produce quarrels, the consequences of 
which must act most disastrously upon the interests of 
all. We have deprecated the tone, sometimes of defience, 
sometimes of fear, that has teen held by many parties 


during the movement for improving the national de- 


fences. Let us make our position in this respect as secure 
against possible aggression frum any quarter aa the vast 
resources at our command, and the patriotic spirit 
of our people will admit. No power has the right 
to question whatever we may do with this object; 
but the imputations that have been too freely made, 
in terms that at all events are not unreasonably com- 
plained of, may lead us into a very undesirable contro- 
versy. We need fear no power, however strong, or 
however unfriendly, if we be true to ourselves. But 
our right and our duty to take efficient means of self- 
defence do not depend upon the present existence of hos- 
tile intentions towards us on the part of the power from 
which in a different state of things danger might be most 
to be apprehended, nor of: ny other. Let us accept the 
intimation in the Moniteur in the sense that it is obvious- 
ly intended, and believe that the Emperor of the French 
is now frankly preparing for peace, not for renewed war. 
The preparations that we have been making may go on 
whilst we entertain the fullest reliance upon the good 
faith and friendly intentions of the Emperor, ftr 
they have reference to future possibilities that can only 
be provided against efficiently whilst all is calm and 
peaceable. 

The comparison made by the Moniteur of the day pre- 
vious to that upon which the announcement we have 
rejerred to appeared, was perhaps meant to give greater 
point to the latter. It is, however, most fallacious. 
We expend a great deal more upon our navv and 
the establishments connected with the navy than France 
expends for the same ohjeets, but the whole navy 
of France must be looked upon as a weapon of aggression 
that may, in certain possible contingencies, be turned 

inst ourselves, whilst we have to maintain a navy for 
the protection of colonies and commerce spread over the 
globe, and the whole force required for such services is 


quite out of the calculation for any purposes of home de- 


fence. To be perfectly secure that the inviolabiiity of 
our shores shall be maintained intact, we ought to have 
in the Channel and the Mediterranean together a naval 
force equal to the whole maritime strength of France. 
Most respectable authorities insist even that we 
should have at hand fleets capable of ihéeting the 
combined fleets of France and the next greatest mari- 
time power of Europe upon equal terms. We have 
nothing of the kind. It is impossible that in time of 
peace we should have any such force available. Thedis- 
proportion of the cost of our navy and the French does not 
represent a similar disproportion even in the gross 
strength, leaving altogether out of the question the fact 
that our ships are necessarily dispersed over every sea. 
From the lowest to the highest grade in our service the 
scale of ordinary remuneration is tar higher in our navy 
than in the French, whilst the pensions, extra pay for 
good conduct, half pay, retirements, widows’ allowances 
and the whole dead weight go to make tip a large portion 
of the aggregate cost. An immense charge, from 
which the French navy is entirely free, is taken for es- 
tablishments abroad, and our establishments at home 
are vastly more costly than the French. This must be 
necessarily the case whilst the remuneration for all civil 
employnrents in this country so largely exceed those pre- 
vailing with our neighbours. What we have to look to 
is results—not how much we spend, but what have 
we to show for our money ; and taking this test we 
find that the French navy, without the existence cf any 
necessity, if no views of aggressive warfare are enter- 
tained, has quite lately overtaken our own in the cluss 
of ships which must now form thestaple strength of a | 
navies, and only by enormous exertions, and the outlay 
which the Moniteur has paraded in its columns, have we 
been enabled to gain a slight start in a point where an 
unqucstionably and very decided superiority is a matter 
of vital importance to our national safety. 
Whilst relieving our minds of any ‘distrust as to the 
t views of our neighbours, whom we sincerely 
trust will long continue to be our allies, it would be mad- 
ness, more especially after the recent striking proofs we 
have had of the rapidity with which their forces may be 
brought into action in a warfare much more distant trom 
their ports than the space that separatés our respective 
shores, not to strengthen those weak points on our coasts, 
at which most disastrous blows might be aimed at us, 
and not to take measures for availing oufselves of our 
latent resources in case cf so great a misfortune as a 
war with France. Every man connected with seafaring

REPORT OF THE MILITIA COMMISSION. 

The commissioners appointed to inquire into the 
establishment, organisation, government, and direction 
of the Militia of the United Kingdom have issued their 
report. . 

The report recommends the amalgamation of all 
corps under 500 e:ch, asin Seotland, and the restric- 
tion of recruiting to the counties and districts to 
which the corps belongs ; it suggests that the age for 
a ceptance of volunteers be from 16 to 40 years, and 
that the standard of height be reduced from 5 feet 4 
to 5 feet for the Infantry, but that the Artillery 
Militia should be unaffected by this change; that 
ert un inducements be held out to secure the re-enrol- 
ment of volunteers whose period of service is about to 
expire and the enrolment into the militia of those sol- 
diers of the line who are annually discharged from the 
regular forces under the Limited Enlistment Act ; that 
a free kit be allowed to every volunteer on enrolment; 
t' at certain regulations be laid down for increasing the 
efficiency of reg mental officers, and insuring a proper 
scheme of promotion and pay. These points, bearing 
on the general efficiency of the force, having been duly 
considered, certain questions of detail are approached. 
These include the position of a jutants, surgeons, pay- 
masters, quartermasters, and non-commissioned officers 
drummers, and buglers. 

Desert tion und double enrolments are to be checked 
by training every new volunteer at the head- quarters of 
the corps for twenty-eight days, by appointinga fixed day 
for training, by training the Militia force annually and 
simultaneously, and by insuring certainty of punish- 
ment. The accommodation of the permanent staff and 
the custody of Militia stores next receive attention, and 
the quartering of disembodied regiments during training 
is provided for (as suggested) by placing them under 
canvass, in existing barracks or camps (when vacated 
temporarily by line regiments), and by erecting huts 
or barracks in certain districts in which disembodied 
corps might be quartered by companies in such p.aces as 
may afford facilities for rifle, practice. The Infantry 
Militia must it is said, be trained at least 28 days a 
year, the minimum number of 2] days being utterly in- 
sufficient. Musketry instruction for the Militia requires 
imniediate attention, and it suggested that non-commis- 
sionei officers be instructed at Hythe and elsewhere, 
that improved rifles be supplied to all regiments, and 
that prizes be offered for good rifle shooting during 
training. All corps of Militia Artillery should be trained 
by successive companies, their establishment and organ- 
ization should be closely correspondent with that of the 
Royal Artillery, and their training embrace a period of 
28 days at least. Volunteering into the line and the 
Royal Marines is only to be allowed at regular intervals 
or periodically. Several memorials of adjutants, sur- 
geons, quartermasters, and paymasters are thrown 
aside, with a hint that this memorialising is hardly con- 
sistent with discipline. 

The report concludes as follows :— 

“ We have now, in obedience to your Majesty’s com- 
mands, ventured to offer such recommendations as will, 
in our opinion, tend to render the Militia of this country 
more efficient for military purposes on the occasion of 
any emergency. We are confident that your Majesty 
may rely on the loyal enthusiasm of your Majesty’s 
subjects for keeping its ranks effective, and are satisfied 
that, under improved regulations, this necessary arm 
of the national defence will prove equal to those duties 
which it may be called upon to perform, and be 
found a valuable auxilliary to your Majesty’s regular 
torces.’ |

than was anticiputed.” Wednesday proved favourable, 
and on that day some quantity of w heat was carted in 
good ofder. The farmers are anxious to secure it as 
soon as it can possibly be carried, showing no desire to 
give it plenty of field room. From Tewkesbury on that 
day it was remarked. “ Harvesting is progressing very 
rapidly in this district. The weather is still very hot, 
but has threatened very much all day for rain.” In 
some counties showers were experienced, andat Glasgow 
a deal of rain fell the previous night and during Wed- 
nesday morning. On Thursday harvest work appears 
to have made much progress in many of the early coun- 
ties, but generally there is a scarcity of hands, and 
much corn consequently remains uncut which ís quite 
ready ter the reapers. On this account harvest will be 
procrastinated longer than it otherwise would be. From 
the superabundance of the straw, the shocks are thick 
in the fields, arid this might indicate a large crop, but as 
the harvest progresses, there is an urfivourable opinion 
springing up that the yield will turn out mucli under 
what has becn expected. The first sample of hew was 
sold in Mark-lane on Monday—30 qrs. of lean quality, 
and in poor condition, weighing about 58 Ibs. When de- 
livered this turnedoutonl 24 qrs. offsix acres, and much 
from the same neighbourhood, is said to be lighter both 
in quality and quantity. At Stowmarket two samples 
of new Talavera have been sold this week, one of mid- 
dling colour and apparently about 611bs. per bushel, and 
it brought 50s. per qr.; the other was coarser and weighed 
from 59 to 60 lbs., and this only brought 44s. per qr. The 
deliveries, howevcr, cannot be material yet awhile, the 
farmers being generally more anxious to secure their crops 
than to thrash out at these prices, and ifthe quality do not 
improve as a new increase in the markets, the millers 
will soon turn their attention to the fine bulks the growth 
of last year, and the anxiety to maké purchases of such 
would soon tell its own tale. From the wolds of Lin- 
colnshire, under date of the 29th inst., one friend writes, 
These last few days, I consider the growing corn to 
have finished not so well as it promised. The wheat 
has.come too quickly at last, and the corn will be shriv- 
elled up. Mildew has no doubt made its appearance in 
many districts, and the good crops are much twisted and 
laid. ‘Turnips are much improved by the rains, and may 
now become a fair crop. The quantity of old wheat in 
the hands of the farmers in this part of the country is 
certainly greater than usual. The weather will have 


looking for wet weather. The barley looks steely and slip- 
pery+skinned at present and rain might do it much good. 
The reports to-day from the neighbouring farmers concur 
in saying that the appearance of the wheat is very in- 
different.” Then from Maldon, the same date, it was 
stated, Bad reports of the wheat crop to-day, which 
were almost unanimous, especially as regards the 
quality.” From the west of England the accounts are 
not so discouraging ; but the extreme heat, the cause of 
these drawbacks, extended to all parts of the United 
Kingdom, and the same results appear very probable; 
and when more progress has been made in harvesting, 
and testing by thrashing, most probably the mischief 
will be found to extend there. Friday the weather be- 
came showery and unsettled, and early on Saturday 
morning some very heavy rain fell; and wherever such 
was the case, no corn could be carried on that day; and 
being close and hot, although dull and cloudy, such 
whcather would soon cause sprouting—the worst ill that 
could befall any grain.—Mark lane Express.

THE “ CHRISTIANA” OF DUBLIN—SEAMEN’S WAGES. 
This suit caine befure the Court on reference from the 
magistrates of Capel-street Police Office. Eleven s um- 
monses had been issued there by seamen against Captain 
‘Tait, the master of the above vessel, for the recovery 
of wages as runners on a voyage from St. John’s, N. B., 
to Dublin, and for an extra sum of £5 per man, for 
services in pumping the vessel on the voyage, under an 
agreement made by the master, at Partridge Island, St. 
John’s. The validity of this agreement was the only 
question in dispute, their wages, under the ship’s articles, 
being admitted and tendered, and Mr. O'Donnell, the 
presiding mi gistrate, referred the case for the decissi n 
of the Admiralty on that contested point. 

Dr. Gibbon, with Mr. Richardson, as proctor, stated 
the case for t he seamen. It uppeared the Christiana ar- 
rived at St. John's for the purpose ot taking in a cargo 
of deals, in May last, and ten of the crew having de- 
serted, the master was obliged to engage runners for 
the home voyage. On the vessel being loaded and 
hauled down to Partridge Island, the runners found 
that she was anseaworthy and making water, and re 
fused to proceed in her, when the master gave them a 
written agreement to pay them £5 each in considera- 
tion of their remaining by the ship, and pr her on 
the voyage home. On the arrival of the vessel in Dub- 
lin, however, the owners repudiated the contract, and 
refused to be bound by it. |
